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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Temple: 


Herewith I submit my first annual report as superin- 
tendent of your schools, and to it is attached a report 
from the supervisor of music. 


Upon assuming charge of the administration of your 
schools last August, I found you prepared to open two 
schools in the place of the three of last year, and enter- 
taining the hope as well as the expectation, for a time, 
of being able to consolidate and grade these two schools, 
some time during the winter, in the new building. We 
have been obliged to abandon this hope for this school 
year. This uncertainty has prevented me from advising 
the completing of the reorganization of the schools so as 
to completely conform with the 6-6 scheme which is 
now the accepted plan in this state. 

Thus far, all that has been done toward this reor- 
ganization is the adjusting the work as far as possible 
to the requirements of the new State Program for the 
first six years. In this work the only notable change is 
the pushing down the study of language forms to the 
fourth grade, and technical grammar to grades five and 
six. Besides this we are endeavoring to make a begin- 
ning of the study of concrete geometry and French in the 
seventh and eighth grades. 

The work in arithmetic has been somewhat changed 
by the emphasizing of mental arithmetic, hoping to so 
familiarize the child with easy processes with small 
numbers as to emancipate him from the slavish use of 
paper and pencil, and at the same time to lessen the task 
of mastering new steps because of his freedom in the 
manipulation of the fundimental processes. 

Reading is the getting of thought from the printed 
page. I have endeavored to stimulate this thought get- 
ting by supplying reading materials which appealed to 
the interest of children in the lower grades. 

Your two schools are now in charge of teachers, one 
of whom you had found desirable from her work with 


20 


you last year, and the other a graduate from the normal 
school at Fitchburg. Both are, I feel, doing creditable 
work. 

When we are able to move our schools into the new 
building, which without doubt will be at the beginning of 
the next scholastic year, we should be prepared to fully 
adopt the reorganized program. The first reason for so 
doing is because the content of the new program is be- 
lieved by educators to be better adapted year by year to 
the development and capabilities of the child, and sec- 
ondly because the school systems receiving our pupils 
for high school work have taken this step. Our program 
should correlate with their. In order to complete this 
change it will be necessary that equipment is secured for 
domestic art and manual training work. 

Elementary science should, I feel, be a part of the 
work of the seventh and eighth years of the child’s school 
life in order to take advantage of that period which is 
characterized by its experience getting power. No 
equipment is necessary or desirable for this work except 
what can be secured by the teacher and pupils without 
cost. 

Perhaps a word of explanation of the change in the 
fiscal year of school districts might not be out of place 
in this report. Accordingly I submit the following: 

The General Court at its last session amended the 
Public Statutes, 122, 1, 2 and 3, so as to read as follows: 

“The fiscal year of town and special school districts 
beginning February 16, 1917, shall end August 31, 1918, 
and thereafter the fiscal and the scholastic year shall end 
August 31, annually.” 

“At its annual meeting holden in accordance with 
the provisions of section 1, chapter 90, of the Public 


Statutes, such school districts shall raise and appropriate » 
money for the support of schools to be expended during | 


the fiscal year beginning September 1, next succeeding.” 

“The selectmen shall pay over to the district treasur- 
er, annually, on or before October 1, and monthly there- 
after, such sums as the school board shall require for 
the maintenance of the schools.” 

This act was approved by the governor on April 4, 
1917, too late to effect the action taken at the various 
school district meetings last spring. At the approaching 
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~ 


district meeting you are required by the statute to raise 
and appropriate money for the support of schools to be 
expended during the fiscal year beginning September 1, 
1918, and ending August. 31, 1919. This leaves the part 
of the school year between February 1, 1918 and August 
31, 1918, unprovided for as far as funds are concerned, 
in as much as the district at its last meeting raised and 
appropriated such sums only as were supposed to be suf- 
ficient to maintain the schools until February 15, 1918. 
A special appropriation will be necessary to meet this 
contingency. 

“Not questioning the wisdom of the acts of our last 
legislature, this leaves our school district in an unfortu- 
nate situation in these abnormal times, viz. under the 
necessity of raising and appropriating under. two sepa- 
tate acts, at the approaching district meeting, sufficient 
funds for supporting the schools for periods of 6 months 
and 12 months respectively. I see no way of legally 
; avoiding this statute. 

Should the school district cut its appropriation for 
the school year September 1, 1918 to August 31, 1919, 
expecting to make a special appropriation at the school 
meeting next year to tide over the ensuing six months 
it would in so doing be likely to lose its state aid.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent of Schools, Temple, N. H.:— 
The chief function of music in the public schools is 
to help the child to acquire a taste for the best by par- 


ticipating in, and listening to, the best which we can | 


offer him. ! 

Although we may not at present have the opportun- 
ity to hear much music in the schoolroom, we have what 
is of equal and, perhaps, of more value to the child, 
namely, the opportunity to experience the joy and pleas- 
ure of taking part in singing the songs themselves. 
Further than this there can be no study of greater in- 
fluence and value, as the basis of culture and aethestic 
training, for the child lives, feels, and breathes the song 
as a very part of himself. ‘The sailor’s song makes a 
real sailor of the child, whereas in the grown-up, this 
song appeals only in imagination. Hence we aim to give 
the child a tone vocabulary through the rote-song, which 
must be of the very best since that is the foundation of 
the child’s musical study. Thoroughly grounded in the 
highest type of rote-song, the child proceeds, when suf- 
ficiently matured, to study and learn about the elements 
of which the song is composed. Since the song itself 
is of supreme importance, this theoretical and technical 
study is taught only as the need of the individual school- 
room presents itself, and to insure the child’s musical 
growth,—as a crutch upon which the child may lean, 
and upon which he may base his musical experience. 

In order that the child may not be dependent upon 
others as leaders, but may acquire independence of 
thought and action, we encourage the use of the Weay- 
er slips as a means of giving the child greater facility in 
sight-reading, as well as gaining poise, self-reliance, 
keen perception, quick and accurate thinking. 

Nor are the “listeners” neglected. There is no reason 
why any child, with an occasional exception, may not 
learn, with the proper training, to sing a simple little 
song. This, of course, requires patience and constant 
effort on the part of the teacher, upon whom I may. say 
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with all due credit, and likewise, sympathy, the cease- 
less, untiring drill work falls. But I also firmly believe 
that our “listeners” are, through this individual assis- 
tance, steadily gaining ground, and in the end we are 
bound to see results, although the work may seem to 
drag, and the energy expended, from day to day upon 
them, vain. Some of our work may not be quite up to 
the standard we would like, but I think through con- 
certed, persevering efforts, we may be able to pull it up 


to perhaps a little higher grade.
